Hooks and Eyes. 


For more than a dozen years tae 
manufacture of hooks and eyes for 
women’s and children’s dresses may be 
said to have been dead, buttons hav- 
ing superseded them. But there are in- 


dications that hooks and eyes are again 
to come into use, at least toa consid- 


erable extent. If this should prove to 
be the case, it will gladden the hearts 
of some who have preserved their ma- 
chinery from t e scrap heap. Thirty 
years ago the state of Connecticut had 
manufactories within her territory 
that produced these little articles to 
the value of $112,000 annually at. fif- 
teen cents a gross. Previous to 1550, 
or thereabout, hooks and eyes were 
made by hand, and scld at $1.50 per 
gross. 

The machines for making hooks and 
eyes are quite ingenious, those for .the 
hooks being capable of making ninety 
per minute and those for the eyes one 
hundred and twenty per minute. That 
for making the hooks takes the wire 
froma reel through a straightener, 
cuts off the wire to the exact length, 
when a blade strikes the piece in the 
middle of its lemgth, and two side 
blades moying simultaneously bend 
the wire double, laying the two halves 
of its length close together and paral- 
Then two pins rise, one on each 
side of the ends of the wire, to form 
the eyes of the hook, and two semi-ro- 
tating pushers bend the ends around 
the pins, making the eyelets for sew 
ng the hook on tothe fabric. The 
unfinished hook is still perfectly flat, 
when a horizontal pin, atid a vertical 
bender working upward, curve the 
double end of the hook, and a presset 
flattens the end toa “swan bill” The 
eye is formed in another machine, but 
by means of similar appliances. Brass 
wire is used for silvered hooks and 
eyes and iron wire for the black or ja- 
panned goods. Thesilver coating ic 
made by mixing an acid precipitate 
of silver with common salt and the 
cream tartar of commerce to produce 
a paste. 
paste and of the brass hooks and eyes 
are placed in @ tumbling barrel, and 


by attrition and affinity the brass and 
silver unite. The articles, as they 


come from the tumbling barrel, are of 
a lusteriess white, but are polished by 
being placed in cotton cloth bags with 
bar soap and rubbed with hot water 
under the vibrating arm of a washing 
machine,

SENATOR OMAR D. CONGER

Hon. Omar D. Conger, of Port Huron, 
Mich., was born in 1818, at Cooperstown, 
New York. At the tender age of six 
years his father, Rev. E. Conger, re- 
moved to Huron county, Ohio.

In eighteen hundred 
and forty-eight, Mr. Conger engaged in 
the practice of law at Port Haron, Mich., 
where he has since resided; was elected 
judge of Saint Clair county court in 1850, 
and state senator in the Michigan legisla- 
ture for the biennial terms of 1855,~°87, 
and °59,in the latter year serving as 
president, pro tempore; was elected a 
member of the constitutional convention of 
Michigan in 1866, 

Was a presidential elector on the Lin- 
coln and Johnson ticket in eighteen hun- 
dred, and was elected to the forty-first, 
forty-second, forty-third, .forty-fourth, 
forty-fifth, forty-sixth, and forty-seventh 
Congresses; was elected to the United 
States Senate, as a republican, to succed 
Hon. H. P. Baldwin, republican, and 
took nis seat in 1881. 

Senator Conger represents one of the 


most staunchest regublican states in this 
nd Union, the asylum of all nations. 


ichigan was one of the first and for- 
most states in the war of the rebellion 
that responded to the call of President 
Lincoln, and to-day the grand old loyal 
state is represented by an old line adher- 
ent of the Union.

Meripan, Conn., Feb. 15.—-The 
meeting last evening of the Lin- 
coln Club, at which a preference 
for Gen. Logan as the republican 
nominee for President was form- 
ally expressed, was attended by 
about 30 of the prominent colorea 
men of the city.

The last English census reveals the 
encouraging fact that the’ proportion 
of the blind to the population has de- 
creased with each successive enumera. 
tion since 1851, in which year account 
of them was taken for the first time. 
‘The decrease in the decade ending in 
1881 was much greater than in either 
of the preceding decennial intervals 
the number of cases returned on this 
latter occasion being 22,832, equal to 
one blind person in every 1138. This 
decrease is fairly attributable to the 
progressive improvement in the surgi- 
cal treatment of affections of the eye, 
and to the diminished prevalence 
among children of small-pox. 


Over-feeding is a very prevalent 
source of disease, especially in young 
farm animals. Itis also a waste of 
food, and so becomes a double injury 
to the farmer, Prof. Kn.p, of Lowa, 
declared that the farmers of that 
State waste $15,000,000 annually in 
over-feeding their cols and hor-es. 
“He might have added,” says the New 
York Times “an equal sum in loss of 
service by d sease frim cverfeeding. 
He says that two quaris of oats and 
two ears of corn twice a day is liberal 
feeding for a young horse, (and we 
would add a fu'l grown one when not 
hard worked,) and that moderate 
feeding conduces to vigorods health 
and good oid age.” 

The electric light seems to be set- 
tling down to steady business. Milaa 
is lighting its tram-cars with it, and 
there is talk of its employment on 
some of the tramway lines in London.
